PARIS. Oct. 30— (AP) —Both 
German and French commands 
w'ere reported to have sent out 
scouting patrols today as storms 
over the western front lifted after 
more than a week of wdnds, rain 
and snow which paraly zed mili­ 
tary operations. 
Skies cleared during the nig ht 
and a dry cold set in at the start 
of the ninth week of war which 
some military ex perts believe may 
prove to be a turning point.

Tromsoe is about 500 miles from 
Murmansk and more than 8 00 
miles from Hamburg , mentioned 
as the probable destination of the 
German prize crew. 
Tromsoe newspaper sources in 
response to an inq uiry about the 
City of Flint said they were for­ 
bidden by officials to g ive any in­ 
formation.

The best meth­ 
ods mea sure the response of the 
circula tion to effort—pulse ra te 
a nd blood pressure. 
But blood 
pressure tests a re fa lla cious on 
a ccount of the emotiona l fa ctor. 
The ra te a t which the pulse flows 
a fter a short, Intense effort is the 
most relia ble test. The superma n 
a thlete ha s a superiority of only 
a bout four per cent over the firs» 
cla ss a thlete, but tha t four per 
cent does the trick.

to pla nt conta cts—poison ivy a nd 
ha y fever? 
Undoubtedly. The rea ction tp 
insect bites is a form of immunity 
or a llergy a nd a ffects people ir.

The outcome of the European 
war may depend upon whether 
England fears nazism as much as 
communism, in the opinion of 
George Stauss, Lincoln res'dent 
and Nebrask a university graduate, 
who arrived here Monday after 
five y ears abroad. 
Stauss declared that the peace 
hope in Eurooe rests on the pos­ 
sibility of a Germanalthough pos­ 
sibly not nazi — understanding 
with Great Britain to cage the 
“bear that walk s lik e a man” 
within his own territory . 
“If England ch.ooses Russia as 
an ally , in her ‘death to Hitler­ 
ism” fight, it means the end of 
Germany . 
G.^'tmany would be­ 
come communistic, however. 
If 
Etigland chooses 
Germany , 
it 
means permitting the reich to ex­ 
pand in southeastern Europe at 
her own. and American, expense. 
England vs in a touffh spot.” 
Sees No .Alliance. 
Stauss discounted the possibility 
of an outright German-Russian 
military alliance to crush the al­ 
lies as “improbable because they 
have been enemies too long'’ and 
as lack ing any immediate mate­ 
rial benefits in case of victory . 
“Those two nations are not in 
a position to exploit the Anglo- 
French empires, and besides, they 
would prefer a free hand in cen­ 
tral and southern Europe. If Eng­ 
land does mak e peace with Ger­ 
many , there is the possibility of 
a Russ-German war, which may 
be Great Britain’s aim.” 
Germany is prepared to fight 
two y ears without material aid 
from abroad, Stauss estimated.
